TTESLA IAVENTS GAS TURBINE 
TD DOUBLE SPEED OF SHIPS 


Speed of 49 or 50 Miles an Hour 
for Seagoing Vessels Is 
‘Predicted. 

NEW YORK, March 27.—Nikola Tesla 
has invented an explosive gas turbine 


which will propel seagoing vessels at 
from forty to fifty knots an hour. 

For several days experiments have 
been made secretly at the works of the 
American and British Co. at Bridgeport, 
Conn., with a craft having the appear- 
ance of a torpedo boat destroyer. The 
experiments have proved, it is said, the 
new turbine can develop speed that will 
Mmakethe records of the Lusitania and 
Mauretania fade into comparative tin- 
significance, 

Mr, Tesla, at his office at 165 Broad- 
Way, today said: “I cannot imagine 
how knowledge of the turbine leaked 
out. It is true I have succeeded in de- 
veloping an enormously high degree of 
speed with a gas explosive turbine, and, 
even though I invented it, I will say ‘it’s 
a corker.’ It will outspeed anything 
afloat, and its capabilities are bound- 
less.”

HONESTY OF RAILROAD MEX 


Vice-President Gray Gets Answer 
From Gov. Hadley About 


Conference. 

In the Post-Dispatch on Thursday ap- 
peared a dispatch from Jefferson City 
Stating: that a conference between the 
railroad managers and Gov. Hadley on 


the rate question the railroad men had 
said that the railroads should get 3 
cents a mile for cash fares, paid to con- 
ductors and 2% cents a mile when tick- 
ets were bought. This was predicated 
on the belief that the conductors or 
train collectors did not™turn in all the 
money paid to them by passengers. 

The following day the Post-Dispatch 
discussed the matter editorially. 

Ce ae Gray, vice-president of the Fris- 
co Railroad, immediately denied that 
any such condition was mentioned in 
the conference and sent a telegram to 
Gov. Hadley asking for confirmation of 
his statement. 

Mr. Gray yesterday received an an- 
swer from the Governar as follows:

L. & 6. F. RK. R., St. Louis: 

“No representative of the railroad 
companies to my knowledge made any 
statement at our conference reflecting 
directly or indfrectly upon the honesty 











‘of railroad conductors. I never heard 


the subject mentioned by any railroad 
man during the recent conference. 
“HERBERT 8S. HADLEY, 
“Governor.”

Supreme Court Decides Body Is 
Constitutional and Its 


Powers Legal. 
ALBANY, N. Y., March 27.—Supreme 


Court, Justice Fitts today handed down4 


a decision*in which he holds that the 
Public Service Commission law is con- 
stitutional and that the Economic Pow- 
er and Construction Co. of Buffalo is un- 


der the jurisdiction of the Second Dis- 
trict Commission and must make its re- 
ports to it. 

Action was brought against the com- 
pany by the Public Service Commission, 
through its courtsel, former’ Judge L. B. 
Hale, for the payment of penalties for 
failure to file reports with the commis- 
sioh, 

The company demurred to the com- 
plaint and contended that the Public 
Service Commission law was unconstli- 
tutional; that the company was organ- 
ized under a special legislative act which 
gave it sweeping powers, and it conse- 
quently wag not under the jurisdiction 
of the commission. 

The company is liable to fines at the 
rate of $100 a day or a total maximum 
fine of $23,500. It is understood the 
company will appeal.

Will Probated. 


Members of Family and 
Friends Testify That He Had 
‘Been Despondent. 


On testimony of Mrs. William Baggot, 
John Ff. Lee and others that William 
Baggot, the wealthy real estate dealer 


| who disappeared from his home Feb. 13, 
had frequently threatened to kill him- 


self and that they believed he had car- 
ried out his threats, Probate Judge 
Holtcamp yesterday admitted his will to 
probate. 
At the time of his disappearance 
members of the family persistently de- 
nied that Baggot had evef given them 
any reagon to believe he intended te 
commit suicide. They advanced the the- 
ory that he had been killed by political 
enemies and his body thrown into the 
river. 
. For several days charges of dynamite 
were exploded in the river below, the 
Eads Bridge, but the body was not 
found. His hat was found on.a wharf- 
boat below the bridge several days aft- 
ec his disappearance. 

Is Now Legally Dead. 

('nder the law a will cannot be pro- 
bated until the testator is dead. In 
eases of disappearances the will must 
wait seven years unless there is proof 
gf death. Judge Holtcamp heard evi- 
dence to prove the death yesterday, and 
by admitting the will decided Baggot is 
legally dead. 

Mrs. Baggot, who wore mourning, tes- 
tified that five days before hér husband 
disappeared he kissed her good-by with 
an unusual display of affection as he 
started to his office. After leaving the 
house he returned and kissed her again. 
When he reached his office-he tele- 
phoned her where she would find his in- 
surance papers. 

Taiked of . Suicide, 

She testified that she became greatly 
excited and begged him to return to his 
home, 1463 Union boulevard, but he re- 
fused td do so. He had asked her for a 
sharp knife the day before, she said. 

John F. Lee said he went to the Bag- 
got home Feb. 9 at the request of mem- 
bers of the family, to attempt to dis- 
suade Mr. Baggot from committing 
suicide. The next day Mr. Baggot told 
him over the telephone “he was feeling 
no better.” 

Mr. Baggot in his will bequeathed al! 
his estate to his wife, who is named as 
executrix. John F. Lee is also named as 
an executor. They are given permis- 
sion to incorporate the estate and 
neither is required to give a bond. 


ARCHBISHOP WILL NOT 
BAR WOMEN FROM CHOIRS 


Impossible to Provide Gregorian 
Chant in All Churches, 
He Says. 


Women will not be barred from the 
choirs of Catholic churches in this coun- 
hry after April 1, though the Pope has 
expressed a wish that only Gregorian 
music, which is sung solely by male 
voices, shall be used. Archbishop Glen- 
non yesterday ¢xplained that in many 
parishes it would bé fmposs!ble to have 
choirs of men and boys only, 

The Pope’s decree was issued two 
years ago to take effect April 1 this 
ycar, and recent dispatches from Rome, 
according to the Archbishop, refer to 
the old decree and not to any recent 
decree of the Pope. 

“The decree did not directly bar wom- 
en from church choirs,” said the Arch- 
inference. The 
Holy Father expressed the desire that 
only Gregorian music be used wherever 
possible. 

“This music is not at all suited to fé- 
male voices, but it would be impossible 
to use it im all churches. In some 
churches the singing is done by three 
of four women of the parish. If they did 
not sing, there would be no singing. In 
many places it would be impossible to 
obtain instruction in Gregorian music. 

“Buch music is best gung by a mixed 
choir of men and boys, so that, under 
the encyclical, the ideal choir for the 
Catholic Chtrch is one composed of men 
and boys. We have a male choir in 
Cathedral Chapel and hope to add boys 
to It, 

“Where it is possible tn this diocese, 
it is my desire that as rapidly as possi- 
ble we conform to the Holy Father's 
desires and institute male choirs, sing- 
ing only the highly devotional Gregor- 
fan music.”

“To Thine Own Self Be True” 
the Royal Road, Says 
Southern Author. 








By Leased Wire From the New Yerk 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 27.—‘‘New York, 
more than any other one city, is the 
greatest literary center of America. But 
the greatest American literature must 
be produced elsewhere than in New 

York.”’ j 

This is the unhesitating verdict of 
George W. Cable, one of the best known 
and best loved leaders among the older 
group of living American authors, who 
has fallen under the spell of “Madame 
| Delphine’ and ‘“‘Narcisse”’ and all the, 
rest of the fascinating Creole folks of 
leisure and pleasure “down in ole New 
O’leans.”” One couldn't imagine, them 
on Broadway—but one wouldn’t wish to; 
it is better to see them out in their 
own beautiful land, or between the cov- 
ers of Mr. Cable’s works. 

Yet, Southern as he is by birth and 
breeding and leve, Mr. Cable does not 
judge New York sectiofally. He has 
visited the city much, lived here not a 
little, and admits he likes it. 

“New York, more than any other one 
reity,”’ he went on, ‘is the present lit- 
erary center of America. But the great- 
est American literature must be pro- 
duced elsewhere than in New York. 

“It is not altogether true that New 
York is to literary America# what Paris 
is to literary France. Everything is not 
here. For example, Harvard University, 
or the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
might be mentioned. But the most is 
here gathered together. Therefore, the 
greatest number come to find it. Here 
is the biggest storehouse. Here are the 
consumers in greatest numbers. Here, 
therefore, must be the largest sum total 
of works produced.

NEW YORK, March 27.—The house 
’ staff and consulting physician of Ford- 
ham Hospital are treating the first case 
of auto-toxic poisoning that has ever 
ceme under their notice. It is one of 
the rarest of maladies. The subject is 
Mrs. Ida Perazzo, the widow of a steam- 
ship captain, who perished in a marine 
disaster in the Mediterranean two years 
ago. Mrs. Perazzo, a slight, pale little 
woman, ‘is 81 years old and has two 
children, a boy, Lawrence, 7 years old, 
and.Florentina, 9 years old. The wom- 
an’s condition is extremely critical. 

A strange feature of the case is that 
she was prostrated on what was to have 
been the occasion of Mrs. Parazzo’s sec- 
ond marriage, but apparently her unrest 
of mind was such that her hysterical 
condition and overwrought nerves con- 
verted her biood into a virulent poison 
by auto-suggestion.

Attack Similar to Epilepsy. 

The tests for epilepsy, however, when 
applied at the Fordham Hospital, failed 
to result in a confirmation of the first 
diagnosis, and Dr. Reilly, the house 

urgeon, came to the conclusion from 
‘urious marked symptoms that the 

‘oman had been poisoned. An inquiry 
ato the histary of her casé speedily 
sanvinced Dr. Reilly and his staff that 
wey had on thelr hands one of the 
irst cases of auto-toxic poisoning ever 
ecérded in New York. : 

An investigation showed that Mrs. 
Perazzo came to this country from Italy 
Lhree months ago. She was bowed down 
by” incessant grieving over the tragic 
death of her husband, and in nightmares 
constantly saw him on the bridge of his 
sinking ship, the Regina, plying between 
Genoa and Marseilles.

The reader of the strange. story wonders how 
the travelers could have gone. through such ter- 
rible suffering and come back alive. Only men 
of extraordinary physique and spirit could have 
fought their way to their journey’s end and back 
again; for the return journey. was quite as diffi- 
cult as the march southward... . 

The Shackleton expedition,.reached a point 
nearer the pole by 364 miles than any other ex- 
plorer can boast. The scientists of the party 
made some observations of the fauna and flora 
of the almost lifeless region ahd the theory of an 
atmospheric calm around thé=pole is thought to 
be confirmed. 

It is @ meager addition to ‘the sum of human 
knowledge that these men bring. back, and its im- 
portance is probably insigniffchat.

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POOR LITTLE FLY! 

Science has put the house fly ‘under the ban. 
Presently we shall call it musca domestica and 
think of typhoid fever when we see it. So many 
generations of progress does science crowd into 
one. Its revolutions tread on one another’s heels, 
so fast they follow. 

Only yesterday, it seems, were we wont to say 
“as harmless as a fly.” Today we know the 
harmless fly is the beast of burden for nations 
of bacteria. Once our mothers taught us it was 
cruel to tear .im wing from wing or limb from 
limb. Now we know he is a monster of sin and 
has slain his thousands and tens of thousands. 
Once we were taught, too, tnat his ways were 
cleanly. For proof recourse was had to simple 
observation. See him dry-wash his ambidextrous 
forelegs and wipe his head with them. Poor lit- 
tle fly! Now grim, uncompromising science de- 
nounces him as a reveler in filth and proves the 
case against him. 

Through generations, centuries and ages man- 
kind has passed in close association with the fly. 
It is to be 5 Saale of the most ancient ties, 
but the time of the musca domestica has come. 
He must go. And there will be no tears over his 
passing. 
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It costs more to live than it did a year ago, 
so it must cost more to die, too. It’s.an awful 
dilemma. 
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SCIENCE AND WAR. 

Hudson Maxim, discussing high explosives and 
aerial warfare before the Aeronautic Society of 
New York, defended scientific war machines and 
justified the reduction of war to a matter of 
pure science. 

So far as we can conjecture at the present 
stage of development, the airship will be awful in 
scouting on sea and land, for carrying raiders 
who will rip up railroads and blow up bridges. 
Beyond these accessory uses Mr. Maxim does not 
profess to see. But he admits that if a dynamite 
bomb be. dropped down the funnel of a battleship 
it will produce a wicked explosion. 

With all his conservatism, however, it is plain 
that he considers the airship full of revolutionary 
possibilities. Its. invention will stimulate the in- 
vention of still other engines of death to 
ward it off, and these will also require a well- 
nigh revolutionary readjustment of our naval and 
military methods and tactics. Recognizing this 
as the inevitable course of scientific invention, 
Mr. Maxim asks, “is it wise or sane to prostitute 
our science to such purposes?” 

In other words, he-sees that the application of 
science to war is making man _ killing impos- 
sible. In the bowels of militarism itself is grow- 
ing the thing which shall destroy it. When war 
means utter destruction to both sides men will 
not resort’ to it. But that is just what we are com- 
ing to through the progress of science and the 
work of inventive genius.

Duties on Wool Have Raised Prices, but Have 
Not Benefited the Growers of Wool. 


Franklin Pierce, in the New York World, 

The members of the National Association of Wool } 
Manufacturers and the members of the National 
Wool Growers’ Association met at Syracuse, N. Y., 
in December, 1865, and the result of their delibera- 
tions was the wool and woolen tariff of 1867, greatly 
increasing the war duties. 
these associations have—like the daughters of the 
horse-leech—stood at the crossroads of American life 
crying, ‘‘Give! Give!’’ 

The specific duties awarded thé wool-grower by 
a generous Government amount to from 40 to 1290 per 
cent on wool importations. We are told that the 
wool clip of Oregon for 1908 would have paid, if im- 
ported on an ad valorem basis, a duty of 83 per cent. 
Nor have these high duties stimulated wool-growing. 
In 1893 the wool clip was of the value of $348,000,000, 
in 1908 it had decreased to $298,000,000. Our wool- 
growers produce only 70 per cent of the wool used 
by our manufacturers. Andrew J. Solis of the 
Union Carpet Co. in Boston said to the Ways and 
Means Committee recently: ‘‘We had 60,000,000 sheep 
in 1884, while at the present time we have only 338,- 

But if the duties on wool seem high the duties on 
finished. woolen goods are simply extortionate. Cheap 
blankets valued at not more than 40 cénts a pound 
pay a duty of 67.16 per pound, equal to an ad valorem 
duty of 165.42 per cent. Cloth, woolens and worsteds 
valued at not more than #4 cents a pound paid in 1907 
a specific ad valorem duty amounting to 134.97 per 
cent. Miss Ida M. Tarbell, writing recently for the 
American Magazine, said: ‘‘On the poor man’s win- 
ter flannels is a duty of 143.67 per cent; on the rich 
man’s one of 86.39 per cent; on the worsted cloth of 
one a duty of 134 per cent; on that of the other 94.3 
per cent.’’ 

A considerable séupliriéa of the poor people of our 
country, because-of these prohibitive duties on the 
lower grades of cloth, can no lenger afford to wear 
wool, and are actually clad, even in the winter 
months, in clothes made largely of cotton or shoddy. 
Before the Ways and Means Committee appeared 
several merchants and manufacturers engaged in the 
woolen business. 


In 1886 the total wool consumption of our 57,000,000 


people was 424,000,000 pounds, while in 1903, with 80,- 
000,000 people, it was only 461,000,000 pounds. 

President Roosevelt cried aloud against “race sul- 
cide,’’ but took no steps te relieve the heads of fam- 
ilies frem the high cost of living which results from 
these conditions, whereby it becomes impossible to 
feed and shelter large families. Can a people clothed 
in cotton and shoddy escape the ravages of consump- 
tion in such a climate as ours? Ig not an Ameri- 
can workman entitled to wear 
clothes? ‘Shall the ribs of our people,” in the quaint 
language of old Matthew Paris, ‘‘be warmed again 
by the fleeces of our sheep?”’

TARIFF TINKERS, BIG MEN 
WITH WHISKERS, TAKE NOAH’S

Duty of $30 Must Be Paid on Each 
Little Woolly Horse on . 
Four Wheels. 


The tariff tinkers, not content with 
dealing the consumer an awful blow 
below the belt, making stockings come 
high on account of the raise, and other- 
Wise playing havoc with our calcula- 
tions on the ordinary affairs of life, 
have taken a whack at Baby. 

Intentionally or otherwise, Mr. Payne 
and the other tariff reformers have hit 
Baby such a welt that it is doubtful if 
he will recover from it within the pres- 
ent generation. 

If the Payne bill, now pending before 
the special session of Congress, shall 
become a law, toy animals, now retail- 
ing for a few cents each, will become 
as expensive to import into this coun- 
try as the living animals of which they 
are the miniature. 

gust for example, toy horses now 
worth $1, will, under the propésea tariff 
measure, be taxed $30—Just the same 
rate as will be collected for a thorough- 
bred racer or a costly horse show nag. 

St. Louis department store men who 
have discovered this ‘‘joker” in the new 
tariff bill declare that, if it becomes 
effective, certain kinds of imported toys 
will become prohibitive in price. 

Paragraph 221, for instance, imposes 
a tax of $30 per head on horses and 
mules, Those who import toy horses and 
mules, therefore, will have to pay this 
tax per capita. Thus a drove of twelve 
toy mules, made of tin and valued at 
10 cents each, will be taxed $30 apiece, 
under the humorous idiosyncrasies of 
the “joker.” 

Paragraph 222 provides for a tax per 
head of-$2 on cattle, while paragraph 
223 imposes a duty of $3 per head on 
swine. Paragraph 225 plices a.duty of 
$1.50 per head on sheep. Thus the toy 
cow, the toy pig and the woolly toy 
sheep—delight of children innumerable — 
will each and all have to pay the tax 
of the genuine living animal.

When I go on the stand and tell 
my story, it wil! throw an entirely dif- 
ferent light on the kidnaping episode. 

“In no way am I related to the Whit- 
la's or Buhls in Sharon. 


Will Stand by Husband. 

“I mean to stand by my husband 
through this affair. I do not know what 
his connection with the whole dreadful 
thing is.’’ 

On the way here the woman made a 
desperate attempt to escape or to kill 
herself near Valencia, 20 miles north of 
Pittsburg. While the train was running 
$0 miles an hour she tried to reach the 
rear platform of the car and when this 
Was prevented she entered the lavatory, 
locked tir door and tried to open the 
window. Sheriff Gumbert smashed the 
door and grabbed her before she had 
time to raise the sash.

Brennan stood looking out of a window 
she, Mrs. Farmer, stole up behind her 
and struck her on the head with an ax. 
Then Mrs. Farmer and her “usband 
chopped up the body so that it would 
fit into a small trunk. 

The motive was .possession of Mrs. 
Brennan’s property. Mrs. Brennan was 
a next-door neighbor of the Farmers and 
lived in comfortable circumstances with 
her husband, Patrick. The house and 
its furnishings were owned by Mrs. 
Brennan, 

Mrs. Farmer forged deeds to the house 
and its furniture, and, personating Mrs. 
Brennan, made a transfer of the prop- 
erty to her husband, James, in a 
Watertown lawyer’s office. This was in 
October, 1907. 

The Farmers then waited until the 
following April before proceeding fur- 
ther. Ther they killed Mrs. Brennan, 
calmly moved into the Brennan home 
and produced the forged transfer deeds 
before the astonished Brennan. They 
asserted that Mrs. Brennan had turned 
the house over to them and gone to 
Watertown. 

Brennan's suspicions were aroused 
and soon a search of the house was 
made by Sheriff Bellinger. In a trunk in 
the attic was found Mrs. Brennan's 
body. 

Mrs. Farmer confessed in detail twice, 
The first time she said that she had 
wielded the ax. Later she declared her 
husband had struck down Mrs. Bren- 
nan. Mrs. Farmer was tried and con- 
victed of murdér in the first degree 
June 19, and her husband was convict- 
ed also of murder in the first degree 
on Oct. 31. The Farmers had one child, 
a boy, Peter J. Farmer, nearly 2 years 
old, )

Seymour, 2s years old, of Manhattan, 
and that he had been speechless and 
deaf from birth. 

For some reason, Police Surgeon J. 
W. Arlitz suspected the prisener was 
an impostor. He tried all the common 
tests for making a pretended deaf mute 
betray himself, such as dropping huge 
pieces of metal behind him and sud- 
denly calling out, as if some danger 
threatened. The man never blinked.

That was enough for Arlitz. He re- 
vived the fellow and told him he might 
as well own up, that he had already be- 
trayed himself. A dubious look began 
to creep over his face, but he shook his 
head to signify he didn’t understand 
and reached for the writing pad. 

“Never mind usjng the pencil,’’ said 
Dr. Arlitz. ‘Im going to give you an- 
other dose of ether, and when I get 
through with you this time you'll either 
do a lot of talking or you'll never talk 
again in this world.”’ 

With a rush the words began to boll 
out of the bottled-up beggar. They were 
very naughty words, too, showing that 
Mr. Seymour had a wide acquaintance 
with the language. Indeed, it rose to 
the heights of oratory.

MiNNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 27.—A 
‘method which Dean George D. Frank- 
forter of the College of Chemistry of 
the University of Minnesota said today 
he had discovered and by which it is 
claimed that the United States will pro- 
Guce a hundred times as much pulp 


wood paper as was believed possible, Is 
causing interested discussion here: 

It.is claimed that the discovery means 
that every cord of fir timber will yield 
$10 on by-products alone and that most 
of the 60 per cent of a tree now wasted 
wil) be utilized. 

Dr. Frankforter said he experimented 
fer 12 years and that the perfected pro- 
cess consists of placing small pieces of 
waste wood or sawdust on a steel incline 
ever a furnace, and forcing distillation 
of the waste wood by saturating it with 
curbon bisulphide or gasoline, thus 
causing the turpentine and resin to pass 
off as gas and leaving wood pulp free 


. from pitch and perfectly adapted to the 


manufacture of paper. 
‘Big Fortuncs in Process, 

The common method of distillation 
leaves the pulp in the form of charcoal 
chemically of little value. 

Dr. Frankforter extracted from one 
cord of .Nerway pine, worth $7.50, tur- 
pentine Worth $41 and wood pulp worth 
$39, or a yield of $80 from $7.50 worth 
of raw material.

Keena was formerly a _ poiiceman. 
Miss Butler is an ‘heiress, having re- 
cently come into a fortune of $25,000 
by inheritance in Illinois. She was a 
friend of Keena’s while he was on the 
force, and tried to commit suicide while 
with him in a city park. 

kKeena’s discharge from the force on a 
charge of failure to report an attempt- 
ed suicide, coupled with one of conduct 
unbecoming an officer, followed soon 
afterward. The separation of Mr, and 
Mrs. Keena.was an incident of Keena’s 
police career. Mrs. Keena’s suit against 
Miss Butler followed. 

Miss Butler did not centest Mrs. 
Keena’s suit. The judgment was ob- 
tained by default. Keena, who was 
summoned as-a witness, was in court 
Friday after having taken a bracer or 
two to nerve himself for the ordeal. 
When the case was called he indulged 
in hilarity that Judge McQuillin re- 
garded as unseemly. The Judge imposed 
a fine of $25 as a rebuke. 

Yesterday the penitent husband and 
the exultant wife were in court. Keena 
begged to be relieved of the fine. ‘‘I 
didn’t know what I was doing, Judge,”’ 
he said. 

Hiusband and Wife Reconciled. 

Judge- McQuillin looked at him stern- 
ly. 

“T will remit that $25 on one condi- 
tion,’’ he said, and Keena’s face bright- 
ened. “‘That condition is that you go 
back to your wife and let Miss Butler 
alone.’”’ 

“I'd be only too giad to, Judge,’’ he 
said, “but I den’t believe my wife would 
have me back.”’ 

She beckoned to him, and he went to 
her... The reconciliation was affection- 
ate.

f é -HE main idea of the Billiard 

Trust is to knock a cham- 
pion down every month or 
two,’’ remarked Wee Willie Hoppe, 
the world’s most wondrous wizard 
of the, cue, “‘and by doing that they 
hope to stimulate interest in the 
game and incidentally to sell a few 
more tables, racks, cues, balis and 
cushions.” 

After exploding these 42 large and 
small specimens of the English lan- 
guage, Willie once more resumed 
his practice at the table. 

We were alone on the third floor 
of the Rex Academy, surrounded by 
empty chairs. Willie was armed 
with his trusty cue and: I with my 
pencil and pad. We had met by 
appointment. I locked the outer door 
when I entered. There was no es- 
cape! It was up te Willie! 

Why this bunch of conversation 
with myself, you say, gentle reader? 
I will elucidate. Willie Hoppe, you 
doubtless know, is the greatest three- 
ringed billiardist extant, but you 
don’t know that he is the punkest 
“chatter’’ slinger now performing 
before the public. I figured that by 
catching him alone and unarmed I 
could force him to put up a spiel 
that would make i. roise like an in- 
terview. 

Willie Eats, Sleeps, Drinks, 
Thinks and Walks Billiards.

When 
he looks at you, which is seldom, you 
can.almost imagine him figuring on 
your two eyes as the white balls 
and your nose as the red ball, and 
the sensation is not pleasant, either. 
If you have three buttons on your 
vest, you can figure it out that 
Willie is studying a masse shot on 
the line-up. 

After we shook hands Willie 
chalked the cue and proceeded to ex- 
ecute a few warm-up stunts, such as 
the ‘“‘three-cushion kiss’’ shot, the

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The re- 
duction on import duties of automobiles 
has not come to pass. The specification 
s0 much hoped for by the automobile 
manufacturers is not inchaded in the re- 
vised tariff schedule introduced in Con- 
gress by Representative Payne and re- 
ferred to committee. “Automobiles and 
parts thereof,’’ are not on the reduced 
list, and consequently the duty on motor 
cars remains at 45 per cent ad valorem. 

The failure of the tariff revisers to cut 





down the duty on automobiles from 4 
per cent to £0 per cent, the figures agreed 


upon by the importers as fair one, can- 
not fail to be keen disappvintment to the 
importers, who exhausted every legiti- 
mate™means to bring about a reduction 
in duty. The maintenance of the duty 
at the old figure is, off the other hand, 
a considerable victory for the American 
manufacturers, who fought the efforts 
of the ‘importers tooth and nail; the 
American Motor Car Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, the Association of Licensed 
Automobile Makers, and the National 
Association all combining against a com- 
mon foe.

The 
hum of many furnaces, the blinding 
glare of an open fire box, round which 
soot-covered, sweating men were work- 
ing stripped to the waist, the rattle of 
a dozen barrows on the iron-plated 
floor, and we were in the stokehole. 
The engineer came up, yelled his di- 
rections in my ear, and disappeared in 
the gloom and clamor. 

I wheeled a barrow along the narrow 
platform of the adjoining coal] bunker, 
where from each side of the path rose 
the long, slanting hill of coal, and 
started shoveling. The barrow, a pon- 
derous iren affair, seemed to weigh a 
ton, and, as I loaded it the first time 
without much regard to balance, it 
turned over and spilled its contents 
directly 1 started to whee] it. 


When the Ship Rolled, 


However, with little accidents like 
this, I got wise to the better man- 
fagement of things, and in two hours, 
although tired, I reckoned to be a first- 
class coal trimmer before many days 
had gone by. 

At 10 o’clock the ship weighed anchor, 
and the order came for full fires, where- 
upon I learned that, up to this time, 
I had only been wheeling for half fires. 
I supplied feur furnaces, and no sooner 
did I have a good heap of coal in front 
of one than another wanted replenish-

off his legs in its flight, sometimes 
overturning in a collision with an iron 
stanchion. 

In the bunkers the rolling brought 
masses Of coal crashing down to the 
narrow platform, and every oncé in a 
while I would take a quick standing 
jump into the barrow to escape being 
maimed with a 50-pound lump of coal. 
With a blinding, suffocating atmos- 
phere of coal dust in the bunkers, and 
a blistering heat in the stokehele, I just 
managed to keep going until 12 o’clock. 
The order came to draw ashes and clean 
fires, so with a long iron rake and poker 
I dragged out bucketful after bucketful 
of glowing clinkers and ashes. These 
had to be watered to permit their being 
drawn aloft, and I stood hosing them 
with a degree of satisfaction in know- 
ing that there was at least one portion 
of a trimmer’s duties that was easy. 

However, while in the midst of this, 
there was a rattle of chains above and 
a huge ash bin was being lowered to 
where I stood. It came witi a run, de- 
scending on me. I dodged, and, in the 
excitement, missed the ashes with my 
hose and directed it upon a fireman in- 
stead. His resulting remarks consisted 
of the proper English words, ‘‘What are 
you doing?” liberally peppered and salt- 
ed with almost every known improper 
form of address. That fireman cussed 
for five minutes without once repeating 
himself. 


A swarm of clean-faced men came 
tumbling down the ladders, and our 
watch went up. I waited until the rest 
had ascended because I wanted time to 
Bet to the top deck. Rung after rung 
I climbed with trembling legs and ach- 
ing arms, and on reaching the deck got 
one look at the broad expanse of ocean, 
took a deep breath of pure, crisp air, 
and sank down on the boards where I 
Stood in a deep sleep. Thus ended my 
first watch as coal trimmer on an ocean 
liner, 

Tommy Logan waked me four hours 
later with a ‘“’Ow goes it, matey?’ 

“Pretty good, Tommy,”’ I _ replied, 
Stretching my stiffened limbs. 

“Blime,’’ said Tommy confidently, 
“you'll make a good coa) trimmer in a 
few months.”’ 

Four days went by, and each found me 
growing weaker, for we were now near- 
ing the equator and the heat below was 
telling on even the experienced trim- 
mers. It was at the close of the morn- 
ing watch andtI, with fast failing 
Strength, was trying to draw ashes. A 
heap of glowing clinkers lay at ths 
mouth of the furnace, and I drove the 
rake back and dragged out a pilo of 
ashes. Forgetting to use the hand cloth 
[ took a short grip at the hot part of 
the rake. It seared the skin, but I could 
cetect very little pain, as I stood there 
looking at it in a confused way. A 
gradual darkness came over me, and J 
reached out to hold on to the rake, but 
it slipped away as I touched it, and I 
fell forward on the heap of glowing 
ashes.

Next day, the engikeer came to the 
ship’s hospital where I_lay bandaged up, 
and said, with a grin, “Well, are you 
satisfied that it takes a strong man to 
be a coal-trimmer now?” ‘Three days 
later I was out of the hospital and re- 
ported ready for werk, whereupon, in- 
stead of being sent to the Stokehole, I 
was transferred to lighter work in the 
engine room.

meals. The eating tables were at the 
side of the bunks, an‘ s0 close to them 
that one could reach the eatables with- 
cut getting out of bed, consequently we 
lived in a perpetual atmosphere of boiled 
beef and potatoes. A string Strung along 
the side of the bunks served as a ward- 
robe, and a smail box did duty as soap 
and utensil holder.

And jumping out of the 
bunk disappeared temporarily. . , 

On vecurning we fairly shed soap, 
bringing pieces from his, boots, cap, and 
flannel. After that I always borragwed 
from Tommy. “Because,’’ he explained, 
“yer don’t know enough to get it yer- 
self.” I believe he was the champion 
soap snarer of the fo’castle. I'd bor- 
row two pounds of it from him over 
night and he'd have half of it stolen 
back by the morning. 

These firemen led a grim, nauseating 

life. To see them sitting down to the 
narrow meal table hot from the stoke- 
hole, dripping with sweat, stark naked 
some of them, worrying, rather than 
eating, the huge pleces of meat in their 
hands was enough to turn a fairly 
strong stomach, 
When tobacco was scarce a draw from 
a lighted cigarette was borrowed by half 
a dozen in turn until its end was a sod- 
den mass. Their conversation always 
contained the one filthy, revolting cuss 
word, sometimes used as a moun, some- 
times converted into a verb, changed 
into every form of English’ grammar, 
but always there—bestial and monot- 
onous. 

Five weeks from the time of starting 
we anchored in the Thames, and as I 
stood on shore and looked back at the 
steamer that had carried me over 14,000 
miles and given me an insight into one 
of the hardest lives a man can lead, 
I felt that I could afford to look light- 
ly on the faults and commiserate with 
the slavery of a man who hag no soul 
above coal-trimming. 

“They call us a rough. lot,” said a 
brawny fireman to me, ‘‘because we get 
drunk whenever we can. But, Hell! Only 
the roughest of men could stand this 
life.’’ 

Nearly five thousand miles remained 
for me to cover, but I decided I was not 
ambitious of adding to my experiences 
of.the fo’castle, so crossed the Atlantic 
in the more humdrum but pleasant ca- 
pacity of passenger. From New York 
to olumbia, Mo., was covered with but 
small incident, and as I ascended the 
steps of Academic Hall there ended my 
varied three months’ journey of 20,000 
miles for a University education.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 27.— 
Gov. Hadley today authorizea the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent to announce the 
following as the complete list ef meas- 
ures representing the legislative policy 
of his administration: 

1. Home Rule bills for St.. Louls, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph, pro- 
viding for the appointment of ene 
commissioner by the Mayor to take 
charge of the Police Department; 
an Excise Cemmissioner appointed 
by the Mayor, with power of re- 
moval vested in the Governor, and 
bi-partisan Election Boards, with 
the Mayor as ex-officio chairman. 

2.An act prohibiting any indi- 
vidual, cempany er Corporation own- 
ing any free ticket, free pass or free 
trauspertation to anyone. 

3. Measures designed to increase 
the State revenue by levying a tax 
on brewers, tobacco manufacturers 
and subjecting all clubs to the gen- 
eral provisions of the dramshop 
laws. 

4. An act requiring corporations te 
pay a franchise tax of 2 cents on 
every ene theusand dollars of capi- 
tal stock. 

5. An act imposing a 2 per cent 
tax on all inheritances. 

6 An act requiring the beer in- 
“spector te inspect all distilled liq- 
vers manufactured or sold in this 
‘State. This prevides, briefty, a pris- 
on term ef not less than one nor 
more than two years for any manu- 
facturer whe shall have been feund 
guilty of using opium, sugar of lead, 

‘strychnine, or any other poisonous 
liquid er ingredient in the manufac- 
ture of liquor. 

7. An act to abolish the office of 
ceal oil inspector in every county 
of the State, and in St. Leuis, Kan- 
sas City and St. Joseph. 3 

8A commission ef five members 
to feguiate the steam and street rail- 

gas and electric lighting, tek- 
phépe, telegraph and other public 
‘service corperations. 

9. To previde for the appointment 
of Five persons to constitute a “Wa- 
terways Commission” for the im- 
prevement of Missouri streams. 

9. An act providing for the assess- 
mént of preperty at its actual cash 
value. 


Te each of the above measures,” 
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said the Governor, “I have taken a deep 
personal interest. The administration 
will stand or fall by them. Of course, 
there are a number of miscellaneous 
| bills which are worthy of approval, but 
there are comparatively few that can 
be called administrative measures. 

“While the Legislature appears to 
have made unusually slow progress, I 
am confident that all necessary legisla- 
tion will be enacted. There are still 
more than seventy working days left 
to the General Assembly. 

“Do you think your measures will go 
through the Democratic Senate?’’ the 
Governor was asked. 


“T can't say,’ he replied. “I rest 
on the proposition that there are three 
branches ‘of the government, and the 
Executive Department is not responsible 
for the Legislative. All I can do is to 
propose and the Legislature disposes,”

From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 27.—Gov. 


Hadley is trying a new turn in the fight 
to prevent the railroads returning to a 
3-cent fare. 

In their testimony before Judge Smith 
McPherson all of the railroad officials 
testified to. the vast difference in the 
cost of handling of interstate and State 


traffic, 
They got their injunction: because the 


figures showed that the State traffic 
was not sufficiently profitable, but in 
doing this they proved their interstate 
business to be very profitable, so the 
Governor has arranged to ask the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to investi- 
gate and see if the interstate rates in 
Missouri are not illegal because exces- 
sive. 
“IT think the rates will make good 
subject for consideration by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission,” the Gov- 
ernor said this morning. “I sent for 
Mr. Wharton, our expert accountant, 
to make the figures and will have them 
sent to Washington. There is a mistake 
somewhere. Either the railroad of- 
ficials were mistaken in their division 
of the cost ef State and interstate busi- 
ness or they ‘are making too much on 
their interstate business.’’’ 
’ “Tn the passenger rate cases the rail- 
road men testified that_it costs much 
more to handle State passenger traffic 
than interstate passenger traffic. In 
the freight rate cases some said three 
times as much for the short haul as for 
the long haul. Some said as high as 
six times as much. Judge McPherson, 
however, scaled down their figures to 
2 per cent more for passenger business 
on State than interstate traffic and 
about twice as much for freight. By 
an arbitrary plan of dividing expense 
between State and interstate traffic the 
railroads showed how much it cost to 
do the State freight business. 

Judge Made Own Figures, 
“The earnings were already shown. 
Judge McPherson made his own figures 
on the division of cost and for each 
class of business. Of course, the balance 
of the cost of each class of traffic was 
changeable against the interstate busi- 
ness. Separating that from the receipts 
gives for the following roads in 1907 and 
the early winter of 1908 the following net 
earnings, in Missouri on interstate pas- 
senger traffic:

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The claim that Capt. W. R. Hodges, 
Republican candidate for Auditor, orig- 
inated the idea of the mill-per-passen- 
ger street car tax, is disputed by Jere- 
miah Sheehan, 3673 Cook avenue and Jo- 
seph Boyce, 5802 Bartmer avenue, who 
Served on the Railroad Committee of 
the City Council in 1901, when the mill 
tax ordinance was drafted. 


Capt. Hodges was chairman of the 
committee, but, according to Sheehan 
and Boyce, he had no more to do with 
the measure than the other members 
of the committee. They declare that 
W. F. Woerner conceived the idea and 
drafted the ordinance. 
History of the Ordinance, 

In a joint communication to the Post- 
Dispatch Messrs. Sheehan and boyce 
say: 

The most amusing incident itn the 
present municipal campaign is the 
Claim set forth by the Globe-Dem- 
ccrat that Capt. W. R. Hodges con- 
ceived the idea of the mill per pas- 
Senger street car tax. It is so well 
known as hardly to require our 
confirmation that this ordinance 
was conceived, drafted and submit- 
ted by William F. Woerner, now 
Democratic candidate for Mayor 
and at that time Associate City 
Counselor, and met with the ap- 
proval of Mayor Wells. 

This ordinance as submitted and 
drafted by Mr. Woerner was hand- 
ed over to the Railroad Commit- 
tee of the Council at that time, 
of which Capt. W. R. Hodges hap- 
pened to be the chairman, and of 
which the undersigned, Jeremiah 
Sheehan and Capt. Jcseph Boyce, 
were the other members. 

Capt. Hodges had absolutely noth- 
ing more to do with it than we did 
and we hadenothing to do with it ex- 
cept to introduce it in the Council, 
and this ordinance was subsequently 
passed exactly as submitted to us in 
every line, word and comma in the 
manner as conceived and drafted by 
Mr. Woerner. The statement by the 
Globe-Democrat that ‘‘misrepresent- 
tations’’ had been made derogatory 
to Capt. Hodges shows the absurd 
lengths to which partisan ret can go. 

Offered Many Measures, 

Not only this ordinance, but a 
number of other ordinances were in- 
itiated and prepared at the same 
time by Mr. Woerner and submitted 
to our committee. Most of these 
were afterward passed and form the 
present street car ordinance scheme. 
Mr. Woerner also submitted to us ah 
ordinance for the appointment of a 
street car supervisor whose office it 
was to be to see to the proper and 
rigid enforcement of street car regu- 
lations, but unfortunately this ordi- 
nance has always been defeated in 
the Municipal Assembly.

They would be appointed by the Governor, with the 
consent of the Senate. At the time of their appoint- 
ment they shall be actively engaged as poker play- 
ers, and able to qualify as experts. 

One important provision is that they shall hold.of-, 
fice only as leng as they are able to stay. in the 
game. Should it ever be shown that any one of 
them had lost -his cunning’as a player, of course 
it would be incengruous to retain him as a member 
of the beard of control of poker players, and he 
would be removed forthwith. 

One provisien is made which should command the 
services of the finest poker players in the State, be- 
cause percentage is the thing on which a good play- 
er always figures the hardest: 

This provision of the bill declares that the chair- 
man of the beard, in Heu of a set salary, to be 
paid out of the State Treasury, shall receive 10 per 
cent of each jackpot. 

Each of the other three members shall receive 5 
per cent, making a total of 2% per cent thus to be 
distributed. 


NE-HALF of the remaining 75 per cent shall 

() be appropriated by the board and turned over 

to the good roads fund of the State, and the 
remaining 37% per cent will go to the players. 

Each membér of the board must take an oath to 
devote his whole time’to the duties of his office; to 
be at all times on the job, and never to fail to do 
anything which would-redound to the interests of the 
great game of whose glories he is an exponent. 

In this connection the power of the board is made 
practically absolute, for it is provided that it shall be 
empowered to amend, suspend, repeal or modify any 


rule or rules laid down by the late Mr. Hoyle, and 
that such action shall be final and without appeal. 


Legendary Rule Concerning 
Loolous May Stand 


Of course, in a case like that, the chance for graft- 
ing would be something awful. The board might 
rule, for example, that a ‘“‘loploo’’ shall be played 
only once in one night, or that ‘‘outside” straights 
are barred, or that a flush, unless it is all ‘‘blue,”’ 
is no good against three of a kind, if the man with 
threes is a good fellow and down to his last ° ‘white’’ 
chip.

One of the principal duties of the board would be 
to provide all the necessary chips, tables and other 
paraphernalia required for a game—all these things 
to be furnished by the State—and to hold examina- 
tions and schools of instruction in poker playing. 


It is provided that. any person of the age of 18 
years or more, who is of sound and disposing mind, 
as well as of good financial standing, may present 
himself to the State board of poker control for ex- 
amination. .If, after a ‘continuous session’’ of tw0 
days and two nights, the candidate shall be found 
to have won 15 per cent of the jackpots played for, 
he shall be declared by the board to be entitled to 
a State license as a poker player. Upon the pay- 
ment to the board of whatever money he may have 
left in his possession, the said license shall be is- 
sued to him. ; 

This license shall be in the form of a lithograph, 

ring a likeness of the holder, and the posses- 
gion of such license shall entitle him to have printed 
on his cards or stationery the words, “A Licensed 
Poker Player.” 

But ever the interests of the public are safeguard- 
ed, for the bill particularly provides that anybody 
attempting to play poker in the State of Missouri 
without a license shall be be adjudged guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be compelled to laber five 
days on the roads of the State. Also, it is provided 
that if any player shall continue to play after his 
money is exhausted, he shall be held guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and, as a mark of his disgrace, his license 
shall be revoked and the fact published in the county 
newspaper. :

Spanish-Indian, Who NoLong- 
er Fights Police, to Deliver 
Free Lectures. 





EXPECTS REVOLUTION 





Prophecies Violence. “Because 
of Capitalists” and Talks of 
Romantic Career. 





Lucy E. Parsons, the anarchist, who 
glories in her convictions, and who 
has fought the police for years to be 


heard, will deliver three lectures in 
St. Louis, today and tomorrow. 

‘Mrs. Parsons is a tamed anarchist. 
She no longer fights the police from 
the rostrum. She is 52 years old, and 
she has endured much sorrow. Also 
she has discovered that it does not 
pay to fight the police. 

But the is an anarchist to the bone, 
with a strange, quiet manner. a soft 
voice which is rich and full, and an 
almost faultless diction. And yet un- 
til she was a woman of 20 and a 
mother, she was an utterly uneducat- 
ed Mexican girl cf Indian blood, run- 
ning barefoot on the mesa in Pasco 
County, Tex., on the Mexican border. 

Since that time she has read an al- 
most unbelievable number of books 
on political, socialistic, communistic, 
anarchistic and historical subjects in 
German and English, and has taught 
herself to speak and write English 
exceedingly well. 

She has jetty hair, a soft Southern 
voice, the high cheek bones of the 
Indian, and her skin is of the swarthy 
hue of the Mexican. She says she is 
partly Zobic Indian from her mother 
and Spanish from her father. 

Political Goverument, 

“What do you preach as anarchism?’ 
Mrs. Parsons was asked. 

“The teachings of anarchy would fill 
many books. Do you think I could give 
them in a few newspaper. paragraphs? 
A shert definition of anarchism is: The 
absence of political government and in 
its stead a voluntary association for the 
purpose of production and exchange. 

“By ‘the absence of government’ we 
do not mean the destruction of society. 
We believe with anarchy people will co- 
operate to far better advantage under 
freedom than when restrained, dictated 
to and coerced by governmental author- 
ity. Anarchism presupposes that the 
land, the machinery, all the methods of 
preduction and transportation are free 
to all the people.’”’ 

“But anarchism countenances vielence 
and the murder of kings and those in 
authority, does it not?’ 

‘‘There is nothing in the teaching of 
anarchism that countenances, much less 
advocates, violence. Regicide is older 
than anarchism. Kings were killed cen- 
turies before the first glimpse of the 
light of the new doctrine. The killing 
of Caesar by Brutus might be laid to 
anarchism, and Brutus was net an an- 
archist. 

“Yet Iam a revolutionary. The change 
will come through violence without an- 


archism teaching it, because the capital- | 


ists will not allow the change to come 
in any other way. 

“The possessing class of today is not 
more amenable to reason than the pos- 
sesaing classes of all ages. have been, 
and history will repeat itself.’’ 

“Why did you become an anarchist?” 

“I was not naturally anarchistic. It 
was not in my blood. When I began 
to get a glimmering or what an educa- 
tion meant I was studying under a pri- 
vate tutor my husband got fer me. He 
was working on the Chicago Times at 
the time, and was a well-educatéd man 
himself. One night I went to hear a lec- 
ture by Elihu B. Washburn, who had 
been eur Minister Plenipotentiary at 
Paris in 1877. Mr. Washburn spoke of 
the French Commune and its terrors. 

First Read Socialism, 

"Tl knew that he was unfair by his 
method of telling the story and that he 
was telling only half-truths. Then I 
got beoks and. began to read on Social- 
ism and the history of the things that 
led to the Commune, and starting in 
Sccialism, I landed naturally in anar- 
chism. 

“If I could enly get capitalists to lis- 
ten to my side of the story and believe 
in it, many things which will come to 
pass might be averted. But they will 
act like such have dene through al! the 
ages and they will meet the same fate.”

“Let mesee the clothes,” she de- 
manded. 

“Oh, we have looked over the 
clothes. We know you are a finger- 
print expert, but you can’t do any- 
thing here. There are no finger 
prints in the blood,’ answered the 
chief detective on the case. 

“It isn’t necessary that they should 
be in the blood,” responded the wom- 
an investigator calmly. 

“Where, then, can they be?” asked 
the detective. 

‘‘Anywhere.” 

“But how will you see them? Here. 
look; there isn’t a finger mark any- 
where.” 

Mrs. Holland opened her handbag 
and drew forth several tiny folded va- 
pers. One she opened and from it 
she poured a pulverized substance 
over the entire surface of the derby 
hat. When she had given it the ap- 
pearance of having been in a light 
snowstorm she took out a little pres- 
sure pump and blew the powder off. 
That is, she blew off as much of the 
powder as would come off.

Over these spots she poured an- 
other powder and this in turn she 
blew off and after that operation the 
lines were more distinct. A third 
application of still another powder 
was strewn over the spots and when 
this was flecked away the lines of a 
man’s thumb ball and middle finger 
stood forth, rugged and perfect, re- 
flected in white against the black hat. 

“When you find a man whose 
finger prints are like those you will 
have the man that murdered 
Holmes,” said Mrs. Holland. 

She then produced a third print 
from the shirt, also where no impress 
had been visible after a microscopic 
search. That gave the police three 
fingers of the murderer's hand. Juries 
have been known to convict on evi- 
dence of only two fingers. 

An immediate inspection of the 32.- 
000 sets of finger prints in the Chi- 
cago Bureau was ordered. No two 
of these are alike. 

Juries the world over have agreed 
that the prints of no°two human be- 
ings’ finger balls are alike and that 
those of any individua] never change, 
from the cradle to the grave. No par-

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tion of the science of bringing crim- 
inals to justice. No longer is it nec- 
essary that a murderer or a safeblow- 
er or a burglar should do what nov- 
elists and romancers make them do, 
but what they rarely if ever do in real 
life, leave a grimy print that is dis- 
cernable or leave an impress in blood 
that can be used for identification. 

No matter what the culprit touches, 
and he must touch something to com- 
mit almost any crime which he will 
leave behind him, the fine powders 
will bring his finger prints to the 
surface, and these will stand against 
him, ready to convict him as soon as 
some other trouble brings him into 
the hands of the law, even though 
that trouble be light and inconse- 
quential. 

Furthermore, it is not always nee¢ 
essary to wait until chance _ shall 
place the owner of the fingers whose 
prints are thus made plain into the 
clutches of justice. Statistics show 
that 45 per cent of the men arrested 
for grave crimes are men who have 
served prison sentences, and of these 
the bureaus have the finger prints 
and Bertillon specifications. Thus 45 
per cent of the element of chance is 
eliminated at once, as if the corre- 
sponding prints are found the police 
know at once’ who was the perpe- 
trator of the crime which would 
otherwise remain a mystery and 
through those channels which aeons 
of descriptive writing have yet failed 
to make quite clear, the police can 
usually trace the man who has once 
committed a crime and land him 
again behind the bars. 


CAN TELL MAN’S RACE. 


But suppose that the man has never 
been subjected to the Bertillon, the 
“mugging,” as the police call taking 
a criminal’s photograph, and _ the 
“stamping,” as they refer to taking 
of finger prints. 

As soon as the telltale marks are 
rendered at all visible so much is told 
that any criminal who knows of Mrs. 
Holland’s process wil] think twice 
hereafter before he puts his hand on 
anything, anywhere, in the course of 
breaking society’s mandates.

Certain other valuable characteris- 
tics that aid in hunting for criminals 
when the police have such informa- 
tion in advance can usually be de- 
tected in a set of finger prints or 
the print of even one finger. The 
hand of a man who has done much 
manual labor can be distinguisWed 
from the soft and pliable hand of*the 
forger or the man who lives other- 
wise by his wits. A faint idea of the 
stage of life with reference to age 
can also be drawn.

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WINDS 


OR _2& years William ‘C. Ludwig 
F of St. Louis has been winding 
and mending clocks for well- 
to-do families of the West End and 
South Side. Twenty years he worked 
for a down-town firm, but for the 
last eight years, as he says, has 
wound clocks “with his own keys. 

He now has close to 200 custoim- 
ers, and looks after more than ‘00 
of the best clocks in the city. Five 
hours each day, six days a week, 
he jyst winds and winds and winds, 
stopping only to go from door to 
door or from one district to another. 

At the most conservative  esti- 
mate, Mr. Ludwig winds $75,000 
worth of clocks. If the value placed 
upon them by the owners were fig- 
ured, they are worth more than 
$100,000. Many clocks do not have 
springs but cables and chains, and 
these he simply pulls. Altogether he 
pulls and winds so many cables and 
springs in-a year that he hesitat«s 
to calculate the miles his hands 
travel in following his peculiar oc- 
cupation. 

“TI walk from house to house ev- 
ery week day excepting Tuesdays 
and Fridays,” said Mr. Ludwig, 
“and then I go behind a swift horse. 
I do my work in the homes of the 
rich, and at hospitals and clubs. I 
must be as regular as clockwork; 
in fact, my calling has made a hu- 
man clock of me. 

“The clocks | wind run in value 
from $25 to $700 each. Some of them 
are antique, picked up in various 
parts of the world, many are hall 
clocks, some are the banjo type, but 
most of them are French mantels. 

“There are a few very old clocks 
in St. Louis. One customer has @ 
clock which I am convinced belong- 
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found and prints are discovered about

Just how Mrs. Holland became suf- 
ficiently interested in the work of 
finding ways and means of giving 
justice its pound of flesh is a story 
as interesting as the ultimate re- 
sults of her researches, inventions and 
achievements. . 

To begin with, Mrs. Holland is not 
and never has been a detective. 

She was reared in London and lived 
there through the decade when the 
exploits of the famous Scotland Yard 
staff of criminal catchers were made 
much of and, being imaginative and 
earnest as well, she became intensely 
interested in the theories of detect- 
ing crime and punishing the perpe- 
trators. 

She sought and gained the acquain- 
tance of Supt. Henry of Scotland 
Yard and listened wide-eyed as he 
told her the inside tales of wonder- 
ful hunts and strange captures. He 
it was who first introduced her to 
the intricacies of the finger print 
systems of identification and then her 
interest practically ceased on all the

contingent topics and she devoted 
herself to that one department of 
criminology. 

What she learned of it in England 
was crude and of scant service ¢x- 
cept that it gave her a,basis upon 
which to pursue her own inventive 
inclinations. At best it contemplated 
then only a means whereby a man’s 
identification could be established as 
between one time when he was ar- 
rested and his prints were studious- 
ly, laborously and carefully taken, 
and another time that the same pro- 
cess was observed. 

She set her mind going upon the 
question of how the natural axiom 
that the prints of no two men’s 
fingers are alike could be wrought to 
greater advantage in the art of catch- 
ing criminals. She first undertook a 
study of anatomy with a view of de- 
termining what processes of nature 
worked in the construction of the 
prints, Then she studied under skin 
specialists to further perfect that 
knowledge. 

At last it dawned upon her that 
the slightest pres:ure of the human 
hand anywhere causes an excrescence 
of fine oil which must follow the lines 
of the marks within the fingers. She 
also figured it out that. this 0/1 does 
not evaporate rapidly and she be- 
gan at once to experiment with some- 
thing that would bring these oil lines 
into relief. . 

Little by little she found the pro- 
cess. She perfected a compound of 
charcoal, lampblack and graphite

The conjectures 
were based on this incident, or thut, 
in the novel, which was paralleled by 
an incident in those days in which 
one or another of the ante-bellum 
beauties had a part, but the friends 
of Mrs. Carr say that she is the only 
one whose resemblance to the hero- 
ine of the novel is firmly established 
by critical comparison, and there is 
now no doubt that in the main she 
was the inspiration for the character 
of the book, although Mr. Churchill, 
with a novelist’s license, may have 
borrowed incidents from the lives of 
other girls of the period, as suited his 
whimsical purpose.

Mondays. Though the efficiency of the steel death. Cs 
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workers has increased, the death rate for accil- 
dents has been augmented by 20 per cent. Why? 

There are two answers given. Either the struc- 
tural workers of the country are growing more 
careless or else the flowing bowl is to blame. The 
engineers blame liquor; the workmen blame “Blue 
Monday.” It is the day that men hate to go to 
work, They have had a day off’ To many of them 
Saturday has been a half-holiday. A fall, the 
ambulance bell, the young doctor, a shake of the 
head, and then somebody must tell the widow or 
mother. The strangest fact is that the men who 
are killed are not the men at the tip-top, but 
those on the second or third story. They become 
careless on Monday. : 

Falling from the tenth or the twentieth floor is 
rare, although it has occurred in St. Louis. It is 
the men on the second or third story who die on 
“Blue Monday,” as they call it in the skyscraping 
business, because, they fall asleep on a girder dur- 
ing the noon hour or have taken just one drink 
too many before fhey climb up to their stations 
on the web of steel beams. 

Now and then rivets fall and kill—somehow 
they seem to fall on Mondays. The men who han- 
dle these little redhot missiles get careless on 
Mondays and somewhere, far below, a man is hit 
on the head, and to be hit on the head with a 
redhot rivetis like being struck in battle with 
a bullet from a rifle. 

The rivets are thrown by men called “heaters” 


‘to the riveters’ helpers, and have to pass some- 


times through 150 feet of cold air. The helpers 
are supposed to catch every one—except on Mon- 
days. 

And then they miss occasionally. The hot steel 
falls to the ground like a shot. When it hits a 
man it generally means death. 

Everybody knows the dangers attending the 
job of a man on a skyscraper. Like spiders these 
men weave their webs of iron and steel. Poised 
on,narrow iron girders where there is scarcely a 


foothold, they ply their hammers and their pneu- 


matic tools. ’ 
They run across from one girder to another, 


when a single misstep would mean a fall to death. 
They climb and hammer and pound all day long. 
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Few of the big skyscrapers have been built with- ( Se y 


out the cost of a life. Some of them have a score 
of tombstones in the neighboring cemeteries. 

The new bridge across the East River, New 
York, uncompleted as yet, has taken 56 lives. 
Fifteen men gave their lives that the Singer 
Building in New York might be built. All but 
one died on Monday. The City Investing Build- 
ing, which vies with the Singer Building, cost 
three-lives. The new Metropolitan Building in 
New York, which will be the highest building in 
the world, has exacted 11 lives, nine of them on 
Monday. 

The 15-story Hippodrome Building in Cleveland, 


O., cost the lives of six men. The great Masonic ° 


Temple in Chicago, one of the first skyscrapers 
in the country, took its toll of 20 men—every one 
on Monday. The Taylor Arcade Building, in 
Cleveland, seven stories high, cost 11 lives. 

The tallest building in New. York City, now in 
course of construction, will be the Bellnord Apart- 
ment Hotel. It is on Broadway, between LHighty- 
sixth and Eighty-seventh streets. It will be 22 
stories high. For months a gang of structural 
iron workers have been making the great steel 
skeleton which is to be clothed in a sheath of 
stone. It is two-thirds completed. Seven men 
have given their lives to it. A score have been in- 
jured. A hundred others have had narrow escabes 
from death or injury. . 

““We’re lucky here,” said Harry Allen, one of 
the workers. “With all the Mondays we’ve been 
at work and with the tremendous problems we've 
had before us, it seems strange that Blue Mon- 
day hasn’t taken more of us. Look at the death 
rolls of the Singer and City Investing buildinzs! 
All we have lost is seven so far. 

“Not one of us has fallen from a hefght which 
people would cal! dizzy. Nearly every one was 
killed by dropping from the second or third 
floors. Six of the boys were killed on Monday. 
We've got away w'th it with only seven lost so 
far. The other kid got gay and fell off his girder 
on Thursday. 

“One fellow was killed by the collapse of an 
underpinning on an adjoining wall. An iron 
worker standing near by was crushed to death. 
Then a timekeeper walked off the job on the sec- 
ond floor—he fell to the basement one Monday 
morning. It might have been his own careless- 
ness and it might have been Monday that was to 
blame. All the other dead ones got it because 
they became reckless on Monday or else somebody 
hit them on the head with a rivet.” 

One iron worker met his doom—it wasn’t death, 
but hopeless igjury—when he was only 40 feet 
above the ground.. He had his hands on a taut 
rope. ‘ When the rope was released at the other 
end the recoil threw him from the girder. One of 
his legs caught over a beam and was broken in 
half a dozen places, but it saved his life. His leg 
was amputated. 

Rivet-throwing is one of the hardest things to 
do in one of these big structures of ‘steel. The 
“heaters” become experts at throwing the little 
bullets of white-hot steel—some of the workmen 
on the Bellnord job can throw them three stories 
up. They seldom miss except on Mondays. When 
the rivet fails to land in the catcher’s keg there 
are uncomplimentary remarks from the “heat- 
ers.” | 
“You couldn’t catch it with a barrel!” they yell. 
And when the “heaters’’ make a miss it’s the 
turn of the catchers, who compere them to some- 
body who doesn’t resemble Waddell or Har 
Howell, |
